People living in a sheltered 
housing development in 
Epsom fear they will be 
“stranded” in their own 
homes because the lift is out 
of order. 

Jayne Godsave, 67, lives 
in Tomlin Court, Hook 
Road, and claims the lift has 
been unreliable since she 
moved there in September 
2015, and some residents 
struggle to use the stairs 
and stairlift. 

Tomlin Court consists 
of self-contained flats 
with communal areas and 
is managed by Rosebery 
Housing Association. 

However, a spokeswoman 
for Rosebery said they are 
working to fix the situation: 
“We are fully aware of the 
issues with the lift at this 
property. The new lift con¬ 
tract has been awarded and 
the suppliers have started 
the manufacturing process 
as this is a bespoke item 
and not an off the shelf 
product. 

“These things do take 
time but please be assured 
that there has been no delay 
on our part in getting this 
work done.” 

But Mrs Godsave claims 
the wait is too long and the 
stairlift is often unusable. 
She said: “There was one 
lady and she couldn’t come 
down on her own and she’s 
now in a home. She was 
stranded. 

“How are people with 


their shopping supposed 
to cope? They [Rosebery] 
said there is home delivery, 
but some of the residents 
haven’t even seen a com¬ 
puter. 

“We’re helping each oth¬ 
er out, lugging each other’s 
shopping up and down the 
stairs, the more agile ones 
supporting the less able.” 

According to Mrs God¬ 
save, Rosebery Housing As¬ 
sociation turned off the lift 
in December after it kept 
breaking down. She said 
not everyone can use the 
stairlift - which allegedly 
sometimes runs out of bat¬ 
tery anyway due to misuse. 

Like many of her neigh¬ 
bours, Mrs Godsave has 
long-term health problems 
and is due to go into hospi¬ 
tal soon. 

She said: “It worries me 
when I do have this opera¬ 
tion I’m not going to be able 
to get out very much.” 

The Rosebery spokes¬ 
woman added: “The origi¬ 
nal lift fitted in Tomlin 
Court has encountered 
some problems which we 
have been dealing with and 
exploring solutions. 

“Suffice it to say that we 
have made every effort to 
resolve the problem and 
have involved our resi¬ 
dents at every stage in the 
process. We have acted in 
an open and transparent 
way, we have held meetings 
with the residents to update 
them on the situation and to 
make them aware of the ac¬ 
tion we have taken and the 
next steps that we have set 
out and proposed. 

“At the time, we also of¬ 


fered alternative accommo¬ 
dation to residents. 

“In dealing with the is¬ 
sue going forward, we ap¬ 
pointed a specialist lift con¬ 
sultant and we have briefed 
this company to procure the 
removal of the current lift 
and install a new one in the 
property, at very consider¬ 
able cost to Rosebery. 

“We should also point out 
that there is a stair lift in 
the property and we have 
made this known to the 
residents and have encour¬ 


aged them to use this in the 
meantime, while we await 
the lift replacement. 

“Rosebery has acted 
in good faith throughout 
this process, we have been 
mindful and supportive of 
our residents’ well-being 
and we have taken prompt 
and appropriate action to 
resolve the matter. 

‘There is a contract in 
place to treat any break 
down of the lift as an emer¬ 
gency As a temporary so¬ 
lution, Rosebery would be 


happy to provide additional 
Zimmer frames for those 
who need them, so they 
can keep one on the ground 
floor. Installing the new lift 
is going to take time. 

“It will cause some incon¬ 
venience to residents and 
may require some tempo¬ 
rary adjustments by the res¬ 
idents, for which Rosebery 
empathises and apologises. 

“We will assist residents 
with shopping whilst the 
works are being carried 
out.”

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Overgrown bushes 
just ‘hacked’ away

An Epsom resident has 
got the stump after he says 
works on overgrown trees 
and shrubbery has left the 
landscape looking bare. 

Paul Clamp, who lives 
in Westmorland Close, re¬ 
ported the bushes as over¬ 
grown in October 2017, after 
concerns about safety, as it 
seemed some of the bushes 
might have been artificially 
hollowed out as a hiding 
place. 

He said: “We’ve got some 
undesirables a road or so 
back from where we live, and 
they weren’t youngsters they 
were older people.” 

The path also wasn’t acces¬ 


sible for people with wheel¬ 
chairs or pushchairs, due to 
the encroaching bushes. 

However, Mr Clamp was 
disappointed with the visual 
result. 

In a complaint to the 
council he wrote it looks 
“not very pleasant” and 
said the bushes had been 
“hacked”. 

“This was a job done, 
but not at all professional 
with the minimum hours 
worked,” he said. 

“Due to the way it’s been 
left we would appreciate 
your immediate attention 
and action the mess without 
delay.” 

Mr Clamp pointed out that 
he and other residents pay 
council tax. 

He said: “I feel we’ve been 
treated with no respect what¬ 
soever. 


“Most people here have 
bought ex council houses, 
they treated us like they 
don’t care, like we don’t 
matter, for twenty years at 
least. 

“I’ve spoken to other 
residents and they’ve said 
enough is enough.” 

The council pointed out 
that the freak weather and 
snowstorms meant some 
works had to be put on the 
back burner. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Residents raised some con¬ 
cerns with us and, having in¬ 
spected the area, we agreed 
that there was a potential 
security issue (as well beds 
looking overgrown and un¬ 
tidy). 

“Work was scheduled as 
part of the winter projects 
we undertake (during other 
times, this team is grass cut¬ 


ting and looking after the 
borough’s green spaces). 

“There were higher priori¬ 
ties and the recent cold snap 
pushed this project back a 
little. The bulk of the work 
has now been done. 

“Cutting back the growth 
has revealed some damage to 
the pavement. Removing the 
stump will exacerbate this 
situation. 

“Specialist equipment will 
be bought in to remove the 
stump and we’ll then fix the 
paving. 

“A new decorative tree (a 
cherry) will be planted in the 
main bed. 

“We have already grass 
seeded the areas where work 
is complete.”

An uncovered archive of photographs 
is giving people a glimpse into 
healthcare before the NHS.

The photograph, dated 
August 29,1941, shows patients in a 
physical training class. 

Abigail Coats, archive cataloguing 
officer at Historic England, said: 
“Working with this collection every 
day has been fascinating and a real joy. 
“The photographs reveal health and 
welfare provision at a time of social 
upheaval and change. But they also 
show staff having fun and unwinding 
after a long working day. 

“You can see just how far some 
medical developments have come, 
but also what has stayed largely 
unchanged.”

“I thought I would be letting the com¬ 
munity down if we left, so we stayed on 
to see it through. We’ve been here for 30 
years now and we wouldn’t want to be 
anywhere else. This is our home and 
we love it here. It’s not at all like going to

cation every time he eats any 
food containing fat, this is called 
Creon. 

“This is caused by his pancre¬ 
as being blocked with mucus, so 
the enzymes help the body digest 
the fat within the food. 

“He also has to take in extra 
salt as the CF gene affects the 
movement of salt and water in 


and out of his cells. 

“A build up of mucus in the 
lungs also causes chronic infec¬ 
tion so to help reduce the build¬ 
up he has a daily nebuliser as 
well as physiotherapy twice a 
day on top of encouraging Fin¬ 
ley to do other sporting and en¬ 
ergetic activity. 

“The support that the CF 
Trust, NHS, The Royal Bromp- 
ton hospital, Epsom Hospital 
and the whole of Finley’s CF 
team work, with us as a family, 
very hard to keep Finley well. 

“Hopefully through research 
new medicine will be available 
for Finley to live a long and hap¬ 
py life.”

The RAC’s proposals to do up its 
sport facilities in Woodcote Park 
have been approved by Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council. 

Plans involve introducing a 
“destination spa”, relocating 
gym and fitness studios, and par¬ 


tially demolish buildings so they 
can be rebuilt and refurbished. 

The decision to create a spa is 
a “high priority” for the club, as 
it tries to evolve with members’ 
needs and hopes to attract new 
customers. 

Designs are hoped to minimal¬ 
ly impact the look of the grounds. 

The existing buildings are 
described in plans as “in a poor 
state of repair” and “in need of 
extensive refurbishment”. 


This work will form part of the 
club’s 15 to 20-year “masterplan”, 
hoped to keep Woodcote Park “an 
attractive venue”. 

As part of the masterplan, out¬ 
line planning permission was 
granted in 2015 to redevelop Ce¬ 
dar Sports. Full permission was 
also given at that time to revamp 
other buildings in the grounds 
and to build a five-storey wing 
with accommodation, offices and 
banquet facilities.

A Banstead folk dance club 
which began with a “wind-up” 
gramophone in a meadow is 
now celebrating its 90th birth¬ 
day this year.

Now retired and liv¬ 
ing in Selsdon, he recalls the 
time his partner of 57 years 
encouraged him to participate 
in things like folk dancing de¬ 
spite feeling tired after work. 

But he has praised the posi¬ 
tive effects of the hobby since 
joining, both the physical and 
social inclusion. 

Mr Wilson added: “You don’t 


worry about your gas bills or 
what your neighbour is doing 
when you’re out there try¬ 
ing to find your partner in a 
mass of people having a good 
laugh. 

“We [Mr and Mrs Wilson] 
also go to a lot of major festi¬ 
vals throughout the country 
but when you got to the big fes¬ 
tivals and when it goes wrong, 
people dissolve into pearls of 
laughter. There’s no aggro. 

“Where in the world, when 
things go wrong, could you 
find people laughing about it? 
Not very often!” 

Better financial footing has 
also meant the club has live 
music during some events 
around two or three times a 
year, bringing in guests from 
other clubs in surrounding 
areas. 

Banwood Folk Dance 
Club was formed following 
the merger of two ‘distinct’ 
groups, Banstead Country 
Dance Club and Woodman¬ 
sterne Folk Dance Club, with 
the latter joining in 1982, lead¬ 
ing to its current name.

A Stoneleigh mum has complet¬ 
ed her first London Marathon 
for the hospital that saved her 
daughter. 

Jo Harlow, finished in a time 
of five hours and 29 minutes and 
raised £8,000 for Evelina Lon¬ 
don Children’s Hospital, part of 
Guy’s and St Thomas’ hospitals. 

At the beginning of 2015, the 
hospital saved Jo’s daughter, 
Madison, who was just three 
years old at the time. 

Jo said: “I remember very 
clearly being told that the doc¬ 
tors ‘did not know how to save 
her’ and she was critically un¬ 
well. 

“Daily dialysis, frequent op¬ 
erations, blood transfusions, 
platelet transfusions and feed¬ 
ing tubes were now how she was 
surviving but her pain was be¬ 
coming unbearable. 

“It had got to the stage that 
she was on morphine and fen- 
tanyl together and she was still 
screaming out in constant pain.” 

Madison was moved to the 
paediatric intensive care unit, 
but she seemed to get worse and 
worse. 

“I kept asking if she was going 
to be ok and if we were losing 
her and being given very honest 
answers and then overhearing 
a doctor referring to her as ‘the 
sickest child on the ward’,” said 


Jo. “I can’t describe the feeling 
of seeing your child in this way. 
It will never leave me.” 

Madison is now almost seven 
years old and remains an outpa¬ 
tient of Evelina. 

Jo said: “I have no doubt in 
my mind that without Evelina 
Children’s Hospital and the out¬ 
standing teams of medical staff 
that helped Madison every step 
of the way, and continue to do 
so, our lives would be very dif¬ 
ferent.” 

Julian Harding, Jo’s father, 
said: “As a family, we have raised 
lots of money for the Evelina 
but, frankly, we could never re¬ 


pay them. 

“For the past two years, I 
raised monies doing my first ab¬ 
seils (off the top of St Thomas’ 
hospital) and, as a family, we 
have organised and participated 
in other fundraising events. 

“However, it is my daughter 
who deserves the accolades for 
her courageous run and her 
family and friends are all so 
very proud of her.”

‘Start taking an interest 
before it becomes too late’ 


Thank you for publishing the 
front page article in last 
week’s Epsom Guardian 
entitled “Hospital land sale 
to fund new projects” 
written by Sophie Jones. 

In January 2015 Epsom 
Guardian published a letter 
written by me entitled 
“Make your voice heard 
NOW over threat to Epsom 
Hospital”. 

NOW in April 2018 last 
week’s Epsom Guardian 
stated that “Epsom Hospital 
could have land sold off to 
developers, in a move heavily 
criticised by campaigners”. 

In a Board Agreement on 
Friday 13th of April it was 
decided that some of the 
land at Epsom was surplus 
to requirements.” 

In fact “some of the land” 
equates to 20% and the 
Epsom & St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust (ESTH) claim this will 
be sold for £20.5 million 


pounds during the present 
financial year (before April 
2019). This is only the start. 
Epsom & Ewell Councillors 
knew about this projected 
sale months ago. 

I wrote a Freedom of 
Information Request to 
ESTH, Ref: FOI 4346 and 
received a reply dated 8 
November 2017, which stated 
“How much land, as a 
percentage of total area, has 
been quoted to NHS England 
as surplus at each of our 
hospitals - Epsom, St Helier 
and Sutton.” 

The reply stated “The 
Trust has only declared 
surplus land at Sutton 
Hospital”. 

At the time I accepted this 
statement was correct but 
with hindsight there were 
two ways ESTH could have 
informed NHS England of 
what they intended to 
identify as surplus land. 

They could have written 


formally to NHS England 
stating the amount of 
surplus land as they had 
done for Sutton Hospital or 
they could have told NHS 
England verbally what 
surplus land they intended 
to identify as surplus and 
simply state that they would 
formalise this by a given 
later date. 

I wonder if this is what 
really happened? 

All residents who rely on 
Epsom Hospital need to 
understand that what is 
happening is not similar to 
what has happened 
previously. They need to 
join together to understand 
exactly what is happening 
and then decide on a course 
of action. Part of 
understanding what is 
happening can be gained 
from attending the public 
part of ESTH Board 
meetings. 

It would also help to read 


the ESTH Board Report 
dated November 2017 - 
entitled “Strategic outline 
case for investing in our 
hospitals 2020-2030. 

The ESTH hold Public 
Board Meetings bimonthly 
and as well as a Public 
Briefing in alternate 
months. 

The next Public Briefing 
will be held at 9-30am on 
Friday 11th of May in the 
Florence and Nightingale 
Rooms at Epson Hospital and 
the next Public Board 
Meeting will be held at St 
Helier Hospital in June, (see 
the date on the Hospital 
website).

Award-winning playwright and 
director Sir Alan Ayckbourn’s 
Communicating Doors will be 
performed on the same stage 
where he played out his early 
career. 

Sir Alan said he was “delight¬ 
ed” that the theatre has “new 
life breathed in to it” by Leath- 
erhead Rep, who will be staging 
Communicating Doors as one of 
three plays in the season. 

He worked at Leatherhead 
Theatre under the directorship 
of the theatre’s founder, Hazel 
Vincent Wallace OBE. 

“Hazel took me under her 
wing bringing me to the old 
theatre and - along with a wel¬ 
ter of ASM-ing work - gave me 
a swathe of acting opportunities 
in the whirlwind of weekly rep,” 
said Sir Alan. 

“With her general manager, 
Michael Marriott, she gave me 
continuous employment for 
several important formative 
months of my fledgling career.” 

Sir Alan applauded Leather- 
head Rep’s efforts to restore the 



rep system to the UK theatre 
industry and remembers this 
unique way of working with 
amusement. 

“Those were the times when 
practically everyone working in 
the building, given the challenge 
of an occasional larger-cast pro¬ 
duction, got in on the act,” he 
said. “‘Very difficult to concen¬ 
trate’ sniffed one ‘proper’ actor, 
‘when during my big speech, one 
of them’s checking the lights 
and the other’s counting the 
bloody house!”’ 

Communicating Doors is set

AT HOME WITH HOLMES 


Theatre and TV veterans Robert Powell and Liza 
Goddard are reunited in a new version of Arthur 
Conan Doyle’s classic mysteries, Sherlock 
Holmes: The Final Curtain. Ahead of the run at 
Rose Theatre Kingston Mon 14 -Sat 19 May, 
Powell sat down to chat about touring, sleuthing 
and avoiding retirement at all costs. 

Where do we find the great detective at the 
start of Sherlock Holmes: The Final Curtain? 

He’s retired and paranoid that he’s losing 
whatever skills he had, then - without giving away 
the plot - he gets drawn into solving a new 
mystery by Mary Watson [played by Liza 
Goddard], the wife of his former partner. 

What makes Simon Reade’s script unique 
amongst Sherlock stories? Well, there was a 
recent film [Mr Holmes] starring Ian McKellen as 
an older Sherlock Holmes but he was quite a 
benign old man. In this story he’s a 70-year-old 
Sherlock who thinks the world is out to get him. 

In many ways he’s hiding deep down in the heart 
of Sussex in his little cottage keeping bees because 
he thinks he’s under threat. 

Have you done any research to play this version 
of Holmes? I’ve been around long enough to

And I’ve played Sherlock before but that was in 
Sherlock Holmes: The Musical which of course 
was very different. I’ve also played Hercule Poirot 
but they’re totally different characters. Poirot 
doesn’t have any personal problems or he does 
but he won’t acknowledge them. Holmes 
acknowledges all of his personal problems. 

Would you be any good at sleuthing in real life? 

It wouldn’t appeal to me, not in the Sherlock 
Holmes mode anyway with the detail and 
minutiae of his detective work. I wouldn’t have 
the patience. 

How is it working again with Liza Goddard, 
with whom you starred in Single Spies and 
Relatively Speaking among other shows? It’s 
lovely. [Laughs] Neither of us can remember how 
many times we’ve worked together but I think 
this is the fifth. We’ve known each for such a long 
time, we’re great friends and it makes life a lot 
easier when you’re touring if you have a friend 
with you in the same show. 

You’ve also worked with director David 
Grindley before on the likes of Jeffrey Bernard 
Is Unwell and Single Spies. How is it 
collaborating with him again? This is the third 
time I’ve worked with David now and he was my 


first choice to direct this. It’s all about trust and 
that’s especially important when you’re doing a 
brand new play like this. I’ve worked out that this 
is the first time in 50 years that I have done a 
brand new play, rather than established shows or 
ones where somebody has cracked a role 
previously. When you’ve got a brand new play 
you have no idea until the first night whether it 
works or not - absolutely none - so it’s vital to 
have that trust with your director. 

What’s the one thing you couldn’t be on tour 
without? It’d have to be my laptop and my iPad 
so I can do some work in my hotel if the weather 
is bad, but with this tour we’re going into spring 
and summer and Liza and I are very good at going 
off to find castles and art galleries and that sort of 
stuff rather than sitting around all day. 

At the beginning of the play, Sherlock is happily 
retired. Could you ever envision retiring 
yourself? No, I won’t ever retire as such. All that 
would happen is that I’d choose possibly to do 
less but I will never, ever close the door.

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TULLY (15): Mother doesn’t know best - she is teeter¬ 
ing on the precipice of a nervous breakdown - in Jason 
Reitman’s beautifully crafted and bittersweet portrait of 
modern parenthood. The third collaboration between 
the Montreal-born director and screenwriter Diablo 
Cody, who won an Oscar for her exemplary script for 
Juno, conceals poignant home truths behind trademark 
snappy dialogue and a mistimed sleight of hand that 
leaves a satisfying lump in the throat. There is undenia¬ 
ble pleasure in unravelling the many layers to Reitman’s 
delicately observed film and the flawed yet deeply sym¬ 
pathetic characters, who struggle to articulate their fears 
to each other and prefer to suffer in anguished silence. 
It is not until a 21st century Mary Poppins (Mackenzie 
Davis) materialises in the fractured family home, and 
re-energises an exhausted matriarch (Charlize Theron) 
with an endless supply of self-help aphorisms, that an 
emotional dam breaks and the words and tears cas¬ 
cade. Theron is the picture’s steady emotional heart¬ 
beat and her raw, unselfconscious portrayal nourishes 
supporting cast. 

I FEEL PRETTY (12A): I feel many things about writer- 
directors Marc Silverstein and Abby Kohn’s romantic 
comedy of female empowerment and body fascism, 
but none of them are particularly pretty. As someone 
who has struggled with weight issues since boyhood 
and suffered fat-shaming, I’m acutely aware - perhaps 
too sensitive - to the deep emotional and psychologi¬ 
cal wounds that can be inflicted every time you look in 
a mirror. I’m certain that I Feel Pretty doesn’t mean to 
offend. Lead actress Amy Schumer has brilliantly lam¬ 
pooned issues of self-esteem, femininity and suffocat¬ 
ing convention in her TV sketch show and the hilarious 
2015 film Trainwreck. However, here she is at the mercy 
of Silverstein and Kohn’s script, which piles on misery 
and self-loathing in the opening hour until it becomes 
impossible to achieve redemption, even with Schumer 
working tirelessly to milk laughs from each set-up. 

THE STRANGERS: PREY AT NIGHT (15): As blood 
flows freely in the belated sequel to the 2008 horror 
thriller The Strangers, one victim tearfully pleads with 


her masked attacker to justify their desire to kill. “Why 
not?” coldly responds the assailant. Those words would 
surely tumble from the lips of director Johannes Rob¬ 
erts to explain why he felt it was necessary to return to 
this gruesome, blood-smeared milieu a whole decade 
after the original film drew chilling inspiration from true 
events to send occasional shivers down the spine. The 
Strangers: Prey At Night makes no pretence at original¬ 
ity or invention, pitting two desperate parents and their 
children against a trio of merciless maniacs, who con¬ 
ceal their true identities behind creepy masks. Like all 
horror film boogeymen, these aggressors possess an 
astonish ability to withstand every bone-crunching blow 
and petrol-soaked inferno their terrified targets can dole 
out in the name of survival, reanimating when characters 
least expect it to claim another victim. 

MARY AND THE WITCH’S FLOWER (U): Based on 
County Durham-born writer Mary Stewart’s 1971 chil¬ 
dren’s novel The Little Broomstick, Mary And The 
Witch’s Flower is a charming if slight animated adven¬ 
ture of self-discovery seen through the eyes of an in¬ 
quisitive, flame-haired girl. Simplicity is the secret of di¬ 
rector Hiromasa Yonebayashi’s picture, which eschews 
narrative sophistication in favour of linear storytelling, 
broadly sketched characters and a familiar battle be¬ 
tween youthful exuberance (good) and world-weary 
adult cynicism (bad). Visuals are a handsome amalga¬ 
mation of hand-drawn and computer animation, conjur¬ 
ing a fantastical world of duelling wands, shape-shifting 
guardians and a stampede of liberated wild creatures. 
Yonebayashi adopts a pedestrian pace to ensure young 
audiences remain under the spell of the diminutive 
heroine as she uncovers a clearly telegraphed family 
secret and marshals the courage to take charge of her 
destiny. An absence of on-screen jeopardy ensures 
children won’t be cowering behind their hands in the 
film’s latter stages but could test the ability of parents 
to maintain the illusion that they are fully engaged for 
103 minutes. 

AVENGERS: INFINITY WAR (12A): War demands 
sacrifices: civility, morality, compassion, responsibility

and, ultimately, torn flesh and innocent blood. There 
are many heartbreaking sacrifices - far more than ex¬ 
pected - in Avengers: Infinity War, a blockbuster bat¬ 
tle royale choreographed at dizzying speed by direc¬ 
tors Joe and Anthony Russo to unite characters from 
across the sprawling and sinewy Marvel Comics fran¬ 
chises. The head-on collision of The Avengers with 
protagonists from Black Panther, Captain America, 
Doctor Strange, Guardians Of The Galaxy, The Incred¬ 
ible Hulk, Iron Man, Spider-Man and Thor promises an 
eye-popping spectacle. A small army of special effects 
wizards conjure some truly jaw-dropping set pieces, 
razing New York, Edinburgh and otherworldly realms in 
the process. The Russos’ film would be a physically ex¬ 
hausting assault on the eyes and ears without welcome 
pauses for snarky humour, pop culture references and 
an obligatory Stan Lee cameo to the thunderous beat of 
composer Alan Silvestri’s score. Their method is crude 
but largely effective. 


BEAST (15): Shot partly on location in Jersey, Beast is 
a brooding adult fairytale of female empowerment and 
sexual awakening that might have tumbled from the pen 
of Angela Carter. Jim Williams’ disquieting orchestral 
score offsets the rugged beauty of island locales, cap¬ 
tured in suffocating close-up by cinematographer Ben¬ 
jamin Kracun who is finely attuned to the paranoia that 
drips from every line of director Michael Pearce’s lean 
script. Jessie Buckley delivers a searing lead perfor¬ 
mance as a guilt-riddled 20-something, who becomes 
embroiled in the hunt for a serial killer shortly after she 
falls under the spell of the prime suspect. Guilt and 
innocence become increasingly hard to separate as the 
film gathers momentum, culminating in a dinner-table 
outburst that jolts the nurture versus nature debate 
sharply in one direction. Pearce’s engrossing thriller 
certainly doesn’t pull its punches, scenting the air with 
discomfort until the threat of sickening violence almost 
chokes us.
